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Fiber Optics in Middleton

Technology continues changing rapidly, and it is in the best interest of Middleton residents to not be “left
behind.” The goal is to establish a city-wide fiber-optic based network available residence and business has
access to fiber-speeds and fiber-volumes for data transfer.

The State of Idaho and Middleton School District paid Tek-Hut to install fiber-optics to the schools. The actual
fiber route is along Highway 44 from the City of Star to Cemetery Road. Service lines extend:

north on Middleton Road to Mill Creek Elementary School,

south to Middleton Middle School and Middleton Academy,

north on Cemetery Road to Heights Elementary School,

west from Cemetery Rd. along Willis Road to Middieton High School,

west from Cemetery Rd along Purple Sage Rd., then north on El Paso Rd. to Purple Sage Elementary

School.
The city requires developers make fiber-optic based data available to each residence or business site, or
install empty conduit installed in joint trench or co-located in the front 10 foot utility easement for future
installation of fiber-based lines.
Developers are required tc install conduit and boxes for fiber optics in all local collector, collector and arterial
road rights-of-way that are on or abutting the property being developed, and to-and-through the project limits.

It will take years for fiber to be available for connection and use at existing and new residences and
businesses in town, but service providers like CentryLink, CableOne, Tekfinity and others are moving that

direction.

Middieton Police Chief

The city interviewed six candidates for the chief of police position, and Mayor
Taylor assigned Sergeant Takeuchi to be the acting police chief. He will oversee
the department and continue to identify and respond to the needs of the

community.

AlanTakeuchi was raised in Cascade Idaho and now lives in Middleton with his
family. Alan has over thirteen years in law enforcement and investigative
experience with eight of those as a patrol officer.

Chief Takeuchi has the capacity and commitment to ensure Middleton has one of
the best-trained and community oriented police departments in the valley.

Vagrant - From the Police Department

Vagrants are often transient persons who move from place to place and don’t remain in any one place for a
significant length of time. Middleton’s ordinance prohibits vagrancy: It shall be unlawful for any pefson to be
a vagrant, which means a person without a residence. Residents shall reside in a house, duplex, triplex,
apartment, condominium, townhouse, or mobile or manufactured home.... Residents shall not reside in a
storage unit, accessory structure, camper, trailer, RV, bus or other vehicle, tent, teepee, igloo, box, sleeping

bag, or other shelter.

Lawmakers nation-wide have passed laws to preserve the public order but have come under constitutional
attack since being poor is not a crime.

Laws have been enacted and upheld by the courts. Example: Unlawful Camping- It shall be unlawful for any
person to camp, occupy camp facilities or use camp paraphernalia in the following areas, except as otherwise
provided- 1. Any street, or 2. Any public parking lot or public area, improved or unimproved.
